Background

For those schools remaining in the lowest category or placement four years, the Board is required to
establish and assign an expert team to the school for the purpose of assisting in revising the school’s
plan and recommending changes that will promote improvement.

The expert team must include representatives from the community or region the school serves.
Additionally, the team may include school superintendents, members of governing bodies, teachers
from school corporations that are in high categories or designations, and special consultants or
advisers.

The Board shall determine the scope of the review and direct the Department to conduct the review.
Schools in need of a review this year are noted below.

e Beveridge Elementary School (Gary Community School Corporation)

e Joseph Block Middle School (School City of East Chicago)

e Joyce Kilmer Elementary School 69 (Indianapolis Public Schools)

e George H Fisher School 93 (Indianapolis Public Schools)

e Francis Scott Key School 103 (Indianapolis Public Schools)

e Lodge Community School (Evansville Vanderburgh School Corporation)

Recommendation and Timeline
